ANOTHER DYNAMITE SCARE 

Rivalling thu Famous Haymarkot .Massacre 
Discovered at Chicago— The Conspirators 
Arrested-A riot for the Sacrifice of 
Hundreds of Lives. 

(Special to Tun colonist.) 
Chicago, July 17.— A gigantic murder- 
ous plot on the part of Chicago anarchists 
to blow up the board of trade buildings, 
-several other large buildings, and to mur- 
der Judge Grinnell, Judge Gray, Inspec- 
tor Bontield and other prominent persons 
engaged in the prosecution during the 
celebrated trial of the anarchists, was 
nipped in the bud by Inspoctor Bonfield, 
Chief Hubbard, Lieut. Elliot, and the 
central detoetives to-day. The means to 
bo used in the wholesale murder and de- 
struction of property was dynamite, and 
enough of tho explosive was discovered 
to-day to 

BLOW UP UAI.F THE CITY. 
Three of tho conspirators are already un- 
der arrest. Inspector Bonfield has been 
aware of tho conspiracy for some time, but 
he waited until the evidence was complete. 
Last evening Beveral detectives were 
ordered to meet at tho central station at 
two o'clock this morning. There they 
donned disguises, and in company with 
Bonfield and Elliott proceeded to the 
corner of 33rd street and Ashland avenue, 
near where one of the leading conspirators 
resided. It was hoped to catch a dozen 
or more anarchists at the house, but only 
two men were found. One of tho sus- 
pected men was captured as he ran from 
the house, by daylight. Then the officers 
entered the dwelling and another conspir- 
ator was found. Undor his pillow were 
a knife and revolver, and upon searching 
the room 

TWELVE STICKS OF DYNAMITE 

were found. The ofheors then visited a 
house on Quinn street and another sus- 
pected one was caught. A large quantity 
of dynamite was found here. Among 
those arrested was one of tho men who 
was undor arrest soon after the Hay- 
market massacre and subsequently re- 
leased. The others wore prominent an- 
archists during the trial. It is said that 
about twenty determined men were in 
the conspiracy and they were at a cer- 
tain hour after midnight to-night to be at 
tho homes of Grinnell, Gary, Bonfield, 
Frank Walker, Gen. Stiles and others 
prominent in the prosecution. Dynamite 
was to be placed beneath tho houses of 
these aud was to be touched off simul- 
taneously. The board of trade was also 
to, be blown up at the same time. Fur- 
ther arrests will probably bring to light, 
even a greater 

CONTEMPLATED BLOODY HORROR. 
Inspector Bontield says his men kuo,r 
the conspirators and that additional ar- 
rests will bo made. The police observe 
the strictest secrecy in the matter, but 
Inspector Bontield was induced to say: 
"Judges Grinnell and Gary wore to bo 
blown up by these fellows, and that is all 
1 will say. You may add, however, that 
we have been aware of this diabolical plot 
for some time and think there will be an- 
other wholesale hanging. The explosion 
at the Haymarket could not be compared, 
« ith it; hundreds of lives, would certainly 
havo been sacrificed had wo not discov- 
ered it."

SENATOR HOAR ON THK FISHERIES 
TREATY. 



On the 11th instant, the day after Sen 
ator Hoar delivered his long-threatened 
address on the Fisheries Treaty in the 
United States Senate, Tim Colonist pub- 
lished an admirable telegraphic condensa 
lion of his remarks. The speech in the 
form of a public document makes ovei 
sixty closely printed pages, besides which 
the Senator felt impelled to add a sum 
niary not contained in the printed docu 
nient, Mr. Hoar's address was a plea fur 
the protection of the American fishermen 
because the fishermen are the only por 
tion of a nation that maintain unimpaired 
their lighting quality during a long peace. 
"We pay," said Mr. Hoar, "§000,000 a 
year for West Point and Annapolis. Can- 
ada exported from the produce of her 
fisheries in 1887, n value of $6,843,388. 
Of this we took nearly a million and a 
half. Every dollar of that was a payment 
to our great rival, to our only possible en- 
emy, towards the support of a naval 
school to which Annapolis or Greenwich 
is quite unimportant. The desire of Can- 
ada and Great Britain to contract within 
the least possible limits the fishery ground 
to which America shall have access and to 
possess themselves without obstruction of 
the calling which brings to this great 
American market its supply of lish for 
food and lish oils has a vastly larger pur- 
pose than a mere struggle for a profitable 
industry." "Important as they may be," 
he said, "the fisheries treaty is not the 
road to honor, to safety or to peace. It 
is not the road to tho respect of Great 
Britain, or even of Canada. Where it re- 
moves one cause of discord it will produce 
ten new grievances. Adherence to 
treaties, submission to the judg- 
ments of duly constituted inter- 
national treaties, the same for both 
sides, will give us security. We can 
never have commercial reciprocity utitil 
justice and courtesy are first established. 
We can never live in peaco with Canada 
if ue allow her to think that the methods 
site- lias taken for the last throe years are 
the way to (.-011068.410118 from us. We can 
never live in peace with England if we 
permit her without prompt and instant 
protest to try once more the experiments 
on our forbearance which preceded tl 
war of L812, which accompanied the wi 
of the rebellion. The rejection of this 
treaty is in the interest of a true, thorougl 
and lasting peace. Wo have every motive 
of kindred, of friendship and of commer 
rial interest to live ill amity with the 
mother country, and with the young 
power which is rising on our northern 
boundary, whose frontier for more than 
fifty degrees of longitude inarches side by 
side with our own. We look with no 
contempt or dislike upon Canada. Wo 
are glad to see the spirit of her young 
nationality stirring in her veins. We be- 
hold with admiration the growth of her 
magnificent railroad system and the 
courage and enterprise with which her 
statesmen are adding these new links to 
the chain with which England, like a 
mighty snake, is winding her coils about 
tin: world. Sir Charles Tupper and Sir 
John Maodonald may well give a lesson 
to both sides of this chamber. She is not 
afraid to create or control the great rail- 
roads that are essential to her commercial 
prosperity. She does not send away 
her famous engineers when they 
(dace their genius at her com 
maud, humbled and bullied, from her 
legislative chamber to die in sorrow and 
disappointment. She is not afraid to 
build a ship railway or even to create a 
navy, but w hen she asks us to abandon 
our fishermen to her tender mercies, to 
build up a naval school for her by giving 
her fishermen our market, she asks what 
it is neither fitting for us to yield nor for 
her to receive. 1 do not like the present 
treaty, [t leaves the American sailor to 
be bullied and insulted without redress 
and abandons the American right to the 
fisheries, older than the nation itself, 
which the valor of our fathers won for us 
and the wisdom of our fathers preserved 
for us." An allusion by tho speaker to the 
lack of special ability on the part of the 
American negotiators of the treaty was 
taken up and contested by Senators 
Payne and Gray. Mr. Hoar thought if 
Messrs. Krye, Scott or Woodbury had 
been selected as the American representa- 
tive's a more satisfactory treaty would 
,hu',o been agreed upon. At the closo of 
this speech Mr. Hoar ym' complimented 



IRELAND AND IMPERIAL FEDER- 
ATION. 

A very important reply has been elicit- 
ed from Mr. Parnell by on Imperial fed- 
erationist from the Capo. This fedora- 
tionist, a Mr. Rhodes, who is also a Cape 
Colony deputy, wont to the Irish leader 
with tho aim of gutting the federal prin- 
ciple introduced into the demands of the 
Homo Rulers. Mr. Parnell, if correctly 
reported, declared that if Mr. Gladstone 
provided for Irish representation at West- 
minster in his next Homo Rule measure, 
tho Irish would cheerfully concur, valu- 
ing the position thus given them in the 
Imperial system. This is good news. No 
ne ever supposed that Mr. Gladston 
in it ted this vital relationship from his 
measure for any other reason than that 1 
could not reconcile the Irish to it. The 
determination of Hie Irish party not t 
send representatives to the Imperial Parli- 
inont was naturally interpreted as mean- 
ing nothing else than that their desire was 
for the utmost separation from England 
Moreover, their exclusion from a share in 
the management of Imperial affairs would 
have created an anomaly, and a perpetual 
grievance, and would have taken all hope 
of permanency from the proposed state of 
things. In short, the determination of 
the Irish not to take any share in the 
councils of the empire meant to the aver- 
age mind a declaration of permanent hos 
til i ty to the British connection. Much 
has been gained if Mr. Parnell is able in 
good faith to say publicly that the Irish 
would value such an Imperial connection. 
It is a remarkable revolution in his mind 
since his declaration in America in favor 
of total separation. Mr. Rhodes has 
written offering i'lO.OOOon his own behalf, 
and £100 on behalf of .Mr. Morough, an 
Irish resident of Kimberley, to the Irish 
party. 



OBJECTIONS TO EXECUTION KV 
ELECTRICITY. 



We have already said that the bill to 
provide for the execution of crimi- 
nals by electricity having become 
law in New York a good deal 
of criticism has been aroused. One scien- 
tific writer in the New York Herald, 
wo observe, claims that there are serious 
objections to the now plan. Those objec- 
tions include tho following: It will be 
difficult to kefp the prisoner in the exact 
position necessary to receive the shock ; if 
the shock is not sufficiently powerful to 
cause death it will give intense pain; 
there is too much uncertainty about, the 
medium of communication, and the 
prisoner's friends outside may cut the wires 
or break the circuit, and linally there is 
alleged to be no small danger of the exe- 
cutioner himself receiving the shock and 
sharing the fato of the prisoner, or pos- 
sibly the fate which tho prisoner for tho 
time escapes. Other objections are urged, 
but these appear to be the chief. They 
will not be viewed as at all insurmount- 
able. What is of interest, is the suggestion 
of other modes, equally certain and 
equally painless, which have not the 
attendant dangers and objectionable fea- 
tures of the electric method. The new 
law only comes into operation on first 
January next, and being looked upon as 
experimental, will be fairly tried. If it 
succeeds in New York, other states and 
countries may adopt it, or some kindred 
method. It will, in any case, probably not 
be long till the gallows has given place 
everywhere to more modern and civilized 
plans of carrying out capital punishment.

Their 
ultimate destination is British Columbia, 
whore they are commissioned by t ho Royal 
Geographical Society to make u rough 
survey of tho unexplored glacier regions 
of the Selkirk Range. Tho expedition 
will be assisted by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company. They are also com- 
missioned by the Royal Dublin Society 
to collect information in tho United 
States on the fish trade and fisheries, with 
a view to developing the home industry in 
Ireland.

THE SKEENA TROUBLE. 

To thk Editor: — -In a recent issue of 
the '/'lines 1 noticed a letter signed "An 
Old Settler," condemning the action of 
the government with regard to Mr. Gra- 
ham, and making most disparaging in- 
sinuations regarding certain government 
officials in the Cassiar district. Since I 
know as much and perhaps more of the 
above parties than tho "old settler" in 
[uestion, 1 venture to mention a few 
things that, will perhaps remove the stigma 
'canton the government and Mr. Wootton. 

When Mr. Graham held offfoe as stipen- 
diary magistrate, etc., on the Skeoua, 
several complaints were lodged against 
Indians by white men before Mr, Graham, 
who totally disregarded them or smoothed 
them over in such a way that the Indians 
saw they could take .advantage and 
hold the law at defiance with impunity. 
I u short, Mr. Graham had no control 
over the Indian's whatever, and wan 
warned by white men that if justice were 
not administered und offenders punished, 
they would bo compelled to act for them- 
selves. 

If Mr. Graham served the government 
so faithfully and administered the law so im- 
partially, why did he not enquire into and 
settle a stabbing case which was com- 
mitted at Gitwingak a year ago last 
Christinas ? This happened during it 
potlach. lie had a chance to introduce 
law amongst the Skeoua Indians which 
has never yet boon done, and to put 
stop to their potlaches which are and will 
be a continual source of trouble, needless 
to say of evil, till put a stop to. There 
were thou about 500 or U00 Indians 
gathered for one of theso feasts. Word 
was sent to Mr. Graham, who was at 
the Forks, begging him to come down 
and settle matters. Tho Indians, fear- 
ing he would come and punish the 
offenders and break up thoir pot- 
lach, dispersed. Finding Mr. Gra- 
ham would not interfere they returned, 
laughing at him and tho law ho was to 
administer, and saying they would in fu- 
ture do just what they liked. It was by 
the slightest chance this affair did mil lei 
minafe in a murder this last winter. The 
man who committed the assault tied for 
his life and was armed for several days. 
I lad 1 his affair been crushed at. the proper 
time, in all probability the Gitwinlthgul 
murder would not have taken place, for 
the Indians are as easily impressed if the 
law is allowed to take its proper course as 
they are to take advantage if it be not. 
The slur cast on Judge Wootton I con 
aider simply abominable; and a man who 
would accuse him of cowardice or illficth - 
lty, or even insinuate such lays himself 
open to be called untruthful, no matter 
who ho be. 

Mr. Wootton, to my knowledge, was 
most willing and anxious to go up to the 
Skeena in the spring but was prevented, 
having other matters to attend to on the 
coast. 

It is not my wish in any way to say 
anything about Mr. Graham personally. 
As' far as I know him he is a most kind 
and upright man, but as to his ability in 
the management of Indians, I beg with 
other whites to differ from "An Old Set- 
tler." It in to be hoped that the govern- 
ment will spare no expense in duellinn the

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THE MEXICAN HAMMOCK. 

How It Is Made, and Attendant I'ecullai 
Ctrounutanceii* 

f.'Snug- pile of hammocks, isn't it?" 
asked a down town importer of a re- 
port"!', pointing to u atari; of lkilon on tlm 
sidewalk in front or Ins place. 

"Yes, rather. What are they? Mexi- 
can Beagragg?" 

"Sea nonsense! Haniniocka are not 
made of sengrass any irjore than floor 
matting is. These are Mexican ham- 
mocks, but they lira made from the liber 
of the heniqtion plant, u Species of cac- 
tus that nourishes in the state of Yuca- 
tan. All Mexican hammocks are made 
there, and more hummocks are exported 
from there than from any other place in 
the world." 

"How are they made?" asked the re- 
porter. 

••They are made entirely by hand and 
with primitive implements," continued 
the dealer. "With a couple of straight 
poles, a homo made shuttle, a thin slab 
of native zapoli woe id, anil a pile of heni- 
quen leaves the Indian of Vueatan is pre 
pared to accept contracts for hammocks 
by the piece, dozen or bundled. The 
poles are placed a certain distance apart, 
according to the length of the hammock 
. to be made. The thin Blab of wood i.s 
rapidly fashioned with the aid of a small 
machette into a tonkas or stripper. By 
the aid of this tonkas the liber of the 
thick, fleshy heniqucn leaf, which is a 
species of cactus, is denuded of its cover- 
ing, and a wisp of batchkill or rasped 
liber is the result. 

••The Imtchkill is blenched in the sun 
and then becomes soskil. These are then 
separated into small lumps, containing 
about the same number of libers. When 
the entire supply on hand is thus laid out 
the operator takes up the libers, and with 
a dexterous roll between the palm of the 
hand and the knee transforms them into 
heavy cords or kuns, as the natives call 
them. 

"Out of this coiil the hammocks are 
made. The cord is wound around the 
two poles whic h have been planted in tbo 
ground and the w ork is turned over to 
the women. They, with their wide shut- 
tles, accomplish the balance of the task 
in a remarkably rapid and thorough man- 
ner. When a pile has accumulated the 
contractor comes around and gathers 
them up. 

••The relations between the operator 
and contractor are very peculiar." said 
the dealer, "and would exist nowhere 
else in the world. In order to gel the 
hammocks necessary for his trade the 
contractor mnsi often pay for them three 
months in advance, a.s it is only when the 
natives owe money that the} will consent 
to work. In order to gel a chance to owe 
this money the native will promise to 
furnish the contractor, whom he knows, 
with a number of hammocks at a certain 
time it the contractor will advance him a 
sum of money. On this money the en- 
terprising native can live in idleness for 
several months. The contractor agrees 
to this. If he doesn't he can gel no ham- 
mocks. Jiut once the native lias bound 
himself to supply the goods they will be 
forthcoming at the time stipulated. 
Should death intervene, bis relatives per- 
form the contract. 

"But Ibis advance system is a sore drain 
on the contra i lor, w ho is rarely a person 
of large capital, lie must of necessity 
accommodate the natives, and he needs 
outside help to do fco. This help hi' ob- 
tain.-, in the shape of advances from the 
merchants in Meridu. to whom he turns 
over the hummocks he secures at a con- 
siderable advance over the amount they 
have cost him. These Merida merchants 
in turn send the goods to their New York 
correspondents. 

"The hammocks are caref ully sorted in 
Merida before they are baled for ship- 
ment to the United State-;, which abtjorbs 
almost the entire production. Last year j 
it amounted to nearly ijt.Hi, 000. All the I 
districts of Yucatan produce a greater or 
lesser quantity of liamnux 
Tixcoco district is by far ilii 
dueer. Bending out, it is calc 
year as maliy us the balatn 
put together. The driest specimens of 
the hammock maker's art, however, 
como from Cheuiax. But few of these 
ever find their way to the United States. 
Thfc-y are so eagerly sought al ter at home 
that there is no necessity for sending 
them away, espeei.'.Uv as good prices are 
realized un the ground. 

"Hammock making in Yucatan is evi- 
dently u very old art," concluded the 
dealer. "While on a visit there some 
years ago I found hummock hooks and 
beams in nearly all the ruins of the grand 
prehistoric cities which lie buried in the 
forests. Of their history and tin; history 
of the laces which peopled the sea cities 
all trace has been lost, but the interesting 
little flirtations which originate and aro 
carried on in the cozy retreat of the ham- 
mock of today 1 doubt not bait their pho- 
totypes many hundreds, perhaps thous- 
ands, of yearn ago in the forests of Yuca- 
tan, for evidently . the Yucatanians of 
those days all swtuig in hammocks."— 
New York Evening .Sun.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

Tho board mot last evening nt 8:15 
o'clock. Present: Mayor ( Irani and Aids. 
Ponwill, Vigelius, Kelly, Coiighlan, Pow- 
ell, and Styles. 

Minutes of last meeting were road and 
adopted. 

COMMUNICATIONS 
were road from Hon. A. N. Richards en- 
closing a circular letter from tho Attor- 
noy-.-ienoral, showing that by order in 
council the provincial government claim 
all tho lines and penalties received by the 
city clerk from the side of liquor to Indi- 
ans, under the Indian Act, and asking 
the board to direct that said monies be 
paid into tho provincial treasury without 
delay. 

Aid. Coiighlan thought it strange this 
matter should be brought, up now. It 
has been I be custom for years for these 
lilies to go to the city. He had heard 
that the matter had boon rooted up by 
Mr. Richards, and if this were so it was a 
question whether he was doing his duty 
to the city- the party who employed him. 

Aid. Vigelius did not think it fair to 
tho city to deprive it of these linos, and 
lie moved that the matter be referred to 
t he city barristers. 

Aid. Styles thought that if tlio munici- 
pality had to go to the trouble and ex- 
pense of convicting and keeping the pris 
oners, it should III least be allowed to 
keep the lilies imposed. 

Aid. Powell did not agree with tho gov 
liniment applying for this money through 
the police magistrate, who was simply a 
servant of the corporation. Tho letter 
should have been sent to the city clerk.

From W. P. Saywurd, asking for tlio 
privilege of the use of a portion of John- 
son street for building purposes. Granted. 

From M. Dumber, asking for a portion 
of Johnson street and Waddingtun street 
for building purposes. Granted. 

From Thos. Cullen, applying for the 
purchase of some stones on Collinson 
street, for foundation purposes. Re- 
ferred to the street committee. 

From F. G. Walker, with reference to 
a claim against the city by John Winger 
for $1,500 damages caused by putting 
his foot in a plug bole and breaking his 
knee-cap, and asking that the matter bo 
settled at once to save further proceed- 
ings.

Referred to the police committee 
The mayor reported that all the houses 
had not been numbered by the contractor, 
and in one or two cases on the other side 
of Spring Ridge, the streets had not been 
named. 

Aid. Powell thought something should 
be done to remove the old buildings which 
fell down back of the Railroad Hotel. 
Referred lo the lire wardens. 

Aid. Powell also said slops should be 
taken towards shutting tip the notorious 
bouses of Chinese prostitutes 011 Fisgurd 
street, as t heir conduct was disgraceful.

run on the Eraser has boon light, 
There are several hundred boats on the 
river, and the Bsh will have a lively time 
in endeavoring to pass them and got into 
the smaller streams for spawning. Thoro 
is a great danger from the largo number 
of boats employed that over-lishiiig will 
be done, and that the same unfortunate 
condition of nffairs will coino into exis- 
tence as has occurred on the Sacramento 
and Columbia rivers. Of course the lish 
hatchery will tend to correct such a disas- 
ter, but experience has taught that over- 
fishing is disastrous, and every means 
should be taken to avoid it on the Eraser, 
as well as on the other rivers of the pro- 
vince. The law limits each cannery to a 
certain number of boats, but individual 
fishing license may bo obtained by anyone 
possessing a boat, so that there is 
110 limit to the number of boats fishing 
on 11 river. This state of things should be 
improved upon, and regulations intro- 
duced which will be u check against over- 
fishing the livers, eventually destroying 
their worth as a fishing ground. 

With the exception of Alert Bay, re- 
ports from northern canneries have boon 
very encouraging, though there is the pro- 
bability of Skeeua river canneries being 
seriously interfered with if tho Indian 
affair in that region assumes a grave 
phase. However, the canneries up to 
date have secured a fair pack, and if 
nothing occurs to prevent, will all have a 
good year. 

Prices for salmon still remain firm, 
though the greater portion of the pack of 
1S8S has already been sold. A recent 
sale i* reported nt $5.60 tho case, au ex 
celleut figure. Owing to the light pack 
011 the Columbia prices will likely remain 
as at present. 

HALIBUT FISHING. 

Tin' Schooner Mollie Adams Brings in 60,000 
Pounds, tlio Result of Knur Days' Pishing. 

The schooner Mollie Adams arrived in 
Seattle on Tuesday morning with 00,000 
pounds of halibut , which was shipped to 
eastern points in refrigerator oars. The 
Adams was only absent ton days from 
Seat I le, ami I he actual fishing lime was 
four days. The lish were taken 10 miles olf 
Cape Flattery, and it is thought that ex- 
tensive banks exisl three hundred miles 
northward. Upon the arrival of other 
schooners from the east an expedition will 
bo titled out to go to tho northward. 

As has before been urged in these col- 
umns, schooners lying idle in Victoria 
harbor, at a slight expense could bo soul, 
to th(! fishing grounds, and secure a cargo 
of cured halibut or black cod, or both, 
which could, no doubt,, be profitably dis- 
posed of.
